does contrary, and take 7. unclean ſpirits into him a 
ter defecation, let him look to it, left but latter endbe

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fpicofall our devotions, ſmell ont the pride 
or hypocriſic which firſt were ofhis inſtilling, 
and while we think to be Similes altiſsimi, like 
Chriſt in this duty , fall down-and wor- 
ſhip (what he never could)the Devil himſelf.

And take 
the concluding Prayer into your Faſts, and 
ſay, From all Sedition and privy Conſpiracy (beget 
by & ariſing) from falſe Doftrine and Hereſie and 
from hardneſs of Heart (which is now called tender:
